It is reported that he drove fromi:
Harbor City in his car. His body
was literally covered with first
degree burns. It is said that Whit-
field drove to the Metropole Hotel
in San Pedro and requested the
landlady to call an ambulance, Po-
lice are working on the theory that
someone else may have driven the.
man from Harbor City and they
are endeavoring to ascertain who-
these others might be.

Geese cackling on the property
gave the first alarm of the fire.
Serge. Hiram Carpenter of the
San Pedro police force rushed to
one of the three houses on the lot
and rescued a Mrs. Young, 80
years old.

Harbor City firemen and the
force from Wilmington answered
an alarm and worked to quell the
blaze. Two houses on the property
were damaged to the extent of
$6000.

Ten gallons of liquor were found

in one of the houses—the one
which Whitfield had rented Tues-
day.

During the blaze a number of
.45-caliber bullets whizzed through
the air. One barely missed Sergt.
Carpenter.

The property was owned hy
Charles 1. Young.

Reports from San Pedro marvel
at the display of courage and
strength of Whitfield. With his §
flesh literally eaten away with
burns, Whitfield , walked to the '
stretcher when the ambulance ar-
rived and, reaching the hospital,
walked into. the building. Attend-
ants were surprised that he was
even conscious, so serious were the
burns that resulted in his death
a short time thereafter.
